The company offers to build, com¬ 
mencing at a date not later than De¬ 
cember. 1924, a |»ermanent building 
of ornamental design on the Stadium 
site, which It Is proposed • to be 
leased by y»e city for that purpose 
for a twenty-year period.

*’My Government recently initiated 
negotiations aiming at the appoint¬ 
ment. with the collaboration of the 
United Staten, of a commisaion of 
Inquiry to determine Germany's cap¬ 
acity to pay reparations. Unfortun¬ 
ately it has not been possible to 
secure the assent of the French Gov¬ 
ernment to these proposals, which it 
bad been hoped would lead to a solu¬ 
tion of the reparations problem. 

*‘My Government regards with pro¬ 
found anxiety the continuance of the 
present economic conditions in 
Europe, which depend so largely on a 
settlement of this question. A serious 
situation has developed in Germany 
which is engaging the close and earn¬ 
est attention of my Government. 
TURKISH PEAL?* TREATY 

“The arduous negotiations for 
peace with Turkey, begun fn Novem¬ 
ber. 1922, have, I am happy to say, 
been brought to a successful con¬ 
clusion. A bill to carry into effect 
certain provisions of the settlement 
readied at lAUwanne on July 24 will 
be laid before Parliament as soon as 
possible. It is my earnest hope that 
the conclusion of this treaty may 
bring real peace to the Near Rost, 
and may hcrnld an era of political 
and commercial prosperity for 
Turkey and for tbs countries which 
are renewing friendly relations with 
her.

USEFUL CONVENTIONS 

-—■— - 

Any gathering which permits the businessman 
and private citizen of this Province to discuss 
que s tions of interest to e v ery member of our all 
too smaTPpopnTaTlon liTaTwaylTTruiTfiit of pro¬ 
gressive works. Such a conference is now takiug 
place in the City of Vancouver and representa 
lives from forty-five Boards of Trade and Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce have gathered together for the 
dispatch of busiueas which directly involves many 
important British Columbia movements. 

One of the foremost topics to enguge the at¬ 
tention of the Associated Boards of Trade is that 
of the trans-provincial highway. The assembled^ 
delegates will hear the exponents of the Northern 
and Southern route* present t heir n-sfieeUvo argu¬ 
ments—as they have done on more than one pre¬ 
vious occasion—and reach the conclusion that en¬ 
gineering advice wdH have to settle the question 
in the final analysis. Many other questions, such 
as that of the appointment of a Canadian cus¬ 
toms officer at New York aud a Chair of Com¬ 
merce at the University of British Columbia, will 
be threshed nut before the gathering adjourns. 

The point to be remembered, however, is that 
a Board of Trade or a Chamber of Commerce is a 
vital factor in any community and this annual 
conference may well be described as the pooling 
of the year's ideas and progress. From, such it 
should be possible to extract practical plans for 
general adoption. For herein lies the worth of 
face to face discussion—a means of understand: 
ing the other’s point of view and of lending und 
obtaining assistance. 

SATISFACTORY 

Although the success or failure of a year's 
business cannot always he determined by the 
experience of six months it is usually possible to 
get a fair idea of the prospects at the half way 
stage. Consequently there is material for con¬ 
gratulation and satisfaction in the statement 
which Mr. Hart presented to the Legislature yes¬ 
terday afternoon. It shows that the administra¬ 
tion of the Department of Finance over the period 
covered in the review has been marked witli a 
firm regard for economy in expenditure, and the 
fact that more than half nf the expected revenue 
for the twelve mouths already has reached the 
Treasury signifies a similar close attention to es¬ 
sentials. The Minister provided for the spend¬ 
ing of $20,097,000 during the fiscal year; but 
$8,646.724—substantially 4ess than half of the 
amount—has been considered sufficient for the 
April-Septemher period. If the full trading ac¬ 
count at the end of next March shall disclose an 
equally satisfactory second six months the' De¬ 
partment may look upon its achievement with 
pardonable pride.

Unfor¬ 
tunately for the preference, the people of the 
British Isles did believe that it would increase 
their cost of living. Mr. Joseph Chamberlain and 
other leading tariff reformers in the United King¬ 
dom having admitted -this, and the electors de¬ 
clined to adopt it. That was why Canada never 
has asked the British Government for preferential 
tariff treatment. She would welcome it, of course, 
in her own interests, hut it must coble as un¬ 
solicited hv her as her preferential tariff in favor 
of tile British Isles was unsolicited by the British 
Government. Incidentally, prominent among the 
advocates in Canada for a preference in the Brit¬ 
ish market are those who vigorously attacked tiic 
Canadian policy of giving British goods a prefer¬ 
ence in the Canadian markets.

Freight Rates Paid Advertis¬ 
ing Undertaken With Con¬ 
sent of Two Premiers 

Vancouver. Nov. 19. — Q. G. Mc- 
Qeer. K.C„ counsel for the B.C. Gov¬ 
ernment and the Alberta Governnhent 
in the freight rates fight, has Issued 
rt statement dealing In full with 
charges'Brought against him by The 
Vancouver World in connection with 
disbursement of moneA' for newauauer 
advertisements during the campaign 
before.the Privy Council at Ottawa. 

The World, in Its attack, ' tele¬ 
graphed from Victoria, asserted that 
“the treasury Is raided for The Dally 
Hun-wlthout the knowledge or consent 
of the Government and without any 
private member being privy to the 
facts/* 

Mr. McGeer In his statement says 
that the expenditures were Incurred 
for full page advertisements In east¬ 
ern newspapers showing the advan¬ 
tages of the western route for grain 
and these expenditures were author¬ 
ised by the Premiers of B.C. and Al¬ 
berta who sanctioned an outlay of 
910.000 for that purpose. 

Of the 910.600. a total of 94.792.5S 
was disbursed. Mr. McGeer. In his 
opinion, declares that this expenditure 
i« amply Justified by results. 

The World slated that the adver¬ 
tisements "appear to have been Au¬ 
thorised by Mr. McGeer in the name 
of The Vancouver Hun. through Mor¬ 
gan Eastman, entirely on his own re¬ 
sponsibility, without consultation 
jkUU any mambwr uf lbs Government.. 
manufactured In the^ Hun office and 
distributed In the East through Mr. 
Eastman, who paid the bills with 
money obtained from ME McGeer 
which Mr. McGeer, In turn, obtained 
in the form of pd vances from the 
treasury for disbursements to be ac¬ 
counted for at a later date.” 

THE OTHER SIDE 

In the following statement Mr. Me- • 
‘Jeer explains where the money went 
and the part played In the publlcRy 
■ ampaign by R J. Cronfls. pub¬ 
lisher of The Vancouver Hun, and 
Morgan Kastman: 

“Following the reception of Premier 
OliveEs remarks In Eastern Canada 
at the public meetings, particularly in 
the city of Toronto and the city of 
Montreal/’ says Mr. McGeer, “I de¬ 
cided In connection with western 
transportation problems, not only 
freight rates, but In so far ns they 
were affected by the custom* regula¬ 
tions. that It m-ould be In the Interest 
of the western provinces to In some 
way place the fads known In Western 
Canada before the public of the East.

Wholesale supply of preventive 
medicine by way of the kitchen tap 
has been undertaken at Rochester. 
New York, where the city's water Is 
being contaminated with Iodine for 
short periods in order to eliminate— 
It la hoped—the prevalent affliction 
of goitre. 

Goitre is now known to be due. at 
any rate to a large extent, to lack of 
sufficient iodine In either food or 
water. 

By adding about twenty parts of It. 
in the form of sodium Iodide, to every 
billion parts of water, gwlce a year 
for two weeks. It Is hoped to give to 
the human system, and to the thyroid 
gland, the material it needs to pre- 
vent goitre in young children. 

The treatment has been actually 
started, and the dosing of a city 
through Its waterworks may be the 
forerunner of other wholesale me¬ 
thods of dealing with epidemics.
